“In the southern counties alone, 
gladiolus, chrysanthemum, and 
stock plantings for the cut-flower 
trade are each in excess of 200 
acres, and there are more than 50 
acres each of asters, delphinium, 
gardenias, gypsophila, larkspur, 
marigolds, ranunculus, snapdragons, 
and sweet peas. At least 50 other 
flowers are raised for the commer- 
cial cut-flower trade, and hundreds 
of species are of course grown on 
a smaller scale.” 

Evidence that California’s luxur- 
ious flowers may soon be recogniz- 
ed elsewhere as necessities is the 
fact that large quantities of cut- 
flowers already are being shipped 
each year to eastern markets.

E do not know who invented the waffle but whoever she 
(or maybe he) was deserves the kind regard, the high 
regard, the enthusiastic loud cheers of all of us. For who can 
resist that tender, light, golden brown morsel of goodness 


known as the waffle. 

Wafftes have a genial way of fit- 
ting into any meal, too, from early 
breakfast to late evening after-the- 
movie snack. 

Dripping with syrup and butter 
and flanked by sausages they are 
the sort of breakfast to send a man 
on his way rejoicing. 

Smothered under hot creamed 
chicken, tuna fish a la_ king, 


creamed dried beef they are heart-|. 


ening as a main dish for supper. 

Topped with ice cream and 
orange sauce or with nuts mixed 
into the batter and served with jam 
they emerge as delectable desserts 
for dinner. 

And for Sunday night supper 
when we want something that is 
especially zestful in flavor we serve 
them this way: 


Fried Tomatoes with Pan Mush- 
room Sauce on Waffles 


4 or 5 ripe tomatoes 

% cup fine bread crumbs 

1 or 2 eggs, beaten 

4 tablespoons bacon fat 

Wash firm ripe tomatoes and 
slice into 3 or 4 slices. Dip into 
bread crumbs, then into beaten eggs 


tablespoons of water) and then back 
into the crumbs.

Pan Mushroom Sauce 


1 tablespoon drippings from fried
